To visitors who come to the exposition for a
few days or & week these are nmple to make
the evenings enjoyable and with especlally
elobarate displays of fireworks every evening
it 18 believed that no additional spectacular
effecta will be dealrable.

This week's crowd has not arrived In Its
entirety, but IL s coming fasl. Yesterday's
attendunce waes exceptionally good for Mon-
dey, although there was no feature to make
the dday notable except those which Nature
Invished in kindly profusion. Experience
has Indleated that the people who come to
the exposition on Monday are particularly
interesiod in the permanent attractions of
the grounds and consequently It has been
determined that Monday celebrations are
entirely unnecessary and undesirable. The
substantinl Increase in the Sunday attend-
nnce encourages the expectation of another
prosperous week and this Is supported by
the large number of new facea that were
In sight yesterday. The attendance yvester-
day morning largely represented the wvan
guard of the excuralonists who will come
In larger numbers tomorrow and Wednes-
day. The streel cars were loaded with pen-
ple who carried grips and handbags and had
evidently come (o apend the week in Omaha.

They do
net belleve them  train robbers and the
prisoners will not be taken to Kansas City,
It Is almost certain the men are the robbers
of the Hastings, Ia., bank, looted of $2,000
last Wednesday night.

About ten or fifteen minutes was spent
at the statue, Senor Angonclllo baring his
hesd to “one of the greatest of the world's
rulers,” as he put it,

So long as the Cubans—stary-
ing and naked—were denied the rellef that
might come to them from the United States
government and the Red COross this was
a powerful reason for Insisting on the imme-
diate evacuation by the Spanish government
officlals, In order that we might succor the
distressed Cubans.

Now, however, that our government |s
free to do this under existing conditlons,
there I8 not the same pecasaity for haste
and the War department will not be obliged
to farce American troops in numbers into
Cuba in the very worst part of the season,
so far as health conditions are concerned.
